Dublin Castle Issues List Giving 
Explanation For Motive For

DUBLIN, Oct. %—Dublin castle 
| this afternoon gave out a list of out- 
standing ‘offenses’ from January 1st, 
to the week ending Octoler 2nd. It 
_Was accompanied by tha statement 
that It was “a significari fact that 
for all the murders and shootings of 
policemen, the number of perpetrators 
apprehended could be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 


“In this fact,’ the statement adds, | 


“might be found the motive for re- 
prisals, The authorities cannot get 
the men responsible, or if they 
they get off through hunger strikes, or 
clemency of the government. No one 
can be found to'testify against them, 
either fhrough intimidation or be- 
cauge of political sentiment.”

RIGA, Oct. 7..-The proposed armi- 
atice line between Poland and Russia 
is distasteful to Lithuania and Letvia 
Lithuania claims that the proposed 
pre'iminary peace abrogated the treaty 
between soviet Russia and Lithuania, 
in that Ruééla guaranteed free com- 
mun'cation of trade between Lithuan- 
‘fa and soviet Russia, which would be 
jimpossible !f a Polish corridor were 
created between Russia and Lithuania, 

Furthermore, the L'thuanians com- 
plain that they are robbed of a port. 
Meme! provided an outlet under the 
Versailles treaty, but the Lithuanians 
say that French contro] of that port 
comp'etely bottles them up. 

The Letvians are disp!eased over the 
proposed corridor connecting them 
with Poland on military grounds. 

The proposed armistice line is clear- 
ly a great victory for the French and 
Poles and the displeasure of Lithuan- 
ia and Letvia apparently ts shared by 
the Britsh. 

While the Poies justify the proposed 
‘Iine on the score that it is necessary 
to cut off Lithuanla from Russia be- 
cause the Lithuanians are friendly to 
the Germans and sov ets, and would 
otherwise become a go-between, en- 
abling Bolsheviki Russia and Germany 
to imper!! Poland and all of Europe. 
The Lithuanians deny the charges of 
conspiracy against Poland and allege 
that the Poles are misrepresenting 
them for the purpose of hoodwinking 
the entente fnto allowing Poland to 
pr@ent Lithuania from getting bound- 
aries necessary for its economic de-

INVENTION’'S ROLE IN THE WAR 


The part which American’ inventive 
j genius played in helping to win the war 
{s for the first time made known through 
the publication by the wavy department 
of the official story of the work of the 
Daval aed board, the organization 
of distinguished inventors and scientists, 
of which Thomas A. Edison was head. 

Long before this country entered the 
war the naval consulting board was 
brought Into being as a means of study- 
ing new problems of modern warfare, 
and, If possible, meeting these problems 
with new devices. In course of time the 
board became the clearing house for new 
ideas, noc only from [ts own members, 
but from the public, and its work atong 
these lines constitutes one of the most 
remarkable chapters in. the history of 
American tnventton. 

The story of what was accomplished is 
told by Captain Lloyd N, Scott, formerly 
of the inventions section of the army 
|} gereral staff, who was assigned to act 
} as Halson officer to the naval consulting 
| board and its war committee of technical 
} experts. It comprises a volume of 288 
pages, with a large number of charts and 
other fllustrations showing some of the 
pene eet Inventions and devices actually 
turmed out. Of course, the record is not 
complete, As pointéd ont by the secre- 
tary of the navy, in a foreword, some of 
the inventions were of such importance 
| thet they “must still be held confiden- 
tial.”

“The decrease in bird life is most no- 
ticeab'e. Many birds which we cinss as 
{nsectivorous, and try to protect, are sub- 
ject to open seasons there. Apart from 
the loss to eport and ngriculture by the 
destruction of these intercating forms of 
wild life, It fe a sad fact that much of 
the picturesque charm of these countries 
is gone from them by their passing. 

“In the Cevennes mountains in France 
wolves are still to be found, and wild 
boars are so numerous that one hunter 
near Anduze killed five in one fonth. 
Since the wolves have been destroyed 
over the greater part of France the boars 
have increased enormously, and now 
they car be killed at any time and in any 
way In some sections there ts a bount 
of fifty france for mature boars, an 
smaller premiums for younger ones. 

Bird Life at Low Ebb 

“In Italy we found bird life at a low 
ebb, and an awful slaughter going on all 
the time. I spent geome time with a tax- 
fdermist in Turin, watching Dboys and 
men coming with beautiful insectivorous 
birds, in their nesting season, to be 
mounted. The taxidermist ald: ‘Apart 
from birds, wild life exists In the Itatan 
Alps. The thex is still protected as royal 
game, and though the heads are detertor- 
ating owing to the easy Hfe which these 
animals lead eince their natural enemies, 
the wolves and lammergiers, have been 
killed, they atil! exist in fair numbers. 
The chamols still is to be found, also a 
few deer; and wolves and bear are also 
sometimes met with, also the wild cat. 
Game birds have been shot and trapped 
stendily, as have all other birds, and 
there seems to be no way to create a 
public rentiment to save them. In Sar- 
dinia the mouftom@,is fast disappearing, 
owing to the demsha for ite horns.’ 

“In France bird life is much tn need 
of nasistanee, due to years of non-pro- 
fecflon, though all French scientists re 
anxious to have something dore. The 
only bird we saw in an extensive tour of 
the country was the magpie and row 
there {a telk of putting a bounty of five 
francs on it to get It out of the way.’

Ottawa, Oct. 7—The judgment 
of the board of railway commiss- 
foners increasing the passenger 
and freight railway rates, gocs 
a back to the board for further 
Py gtudy of certain defined features. 

The ruling of the cabinet on 
the appeal taken from the judg- 
ment of the railway board was 
issued at noon today. It lays 
f down the principle that for tho 

government to weigh cvyidence 
and substitute their own judg- 
ment on the board u the 
uestions of fact arising “would 
| lefeat the purpose for which the 

I board of railway commissioners 
was created and would in the 
end be highly prejudicial ¢o the 
public interest.” 

At the same time if it were 
felt that the board had appliee 
Principles that it should not have 
applicd, principles which the 
4 cabinet consider not in conson- 

: ance with public policy, such sap- 

A propriate action should be taken 

as would lead to a finding in 

which only correct principles 
would be applied. 

While therefore not interfering 
with the new rates in force, the 
cabinet recommends that the 
order be referred back for: 

(1)—Determination of fair and 
reasonable rates without taking 
into accomnt at all for the time 
the order is in effect, the require- 
ments of the Canadian National 
system. 

(2)—Establishment of rates 
meeting to the utmost extent 
possible equalization of freight 
rates between the East and West. 
In regard to Western rates, the 
cabinet, in its judgment, avers 
that the question is one which re- 
quires minute and expert investi- 
gation such as could be best con- 
ducted by the railway board but 
the cabinet “is strongly impressed 
with the very great desirability of 
bringing about with the least pos- 
sible delay, equalization of East- 
ern and Western rates.”’ 

Judgment of Board 

Following a review of the case, the 
judgment of the cabinet reads: 

In connction with this appeal it 
must be observed that one of the dut- 
fes, {f not Indeed, the principal task, 
of the hoard of railway commisstoners 
is to determine upon application, what 
ere fair and reasonable rates to be 
charged from time to time for the var- 
fous gervices performed by public utill- 
ties under the. jurisdiction of the 
board. In such determination there 
must of course, be taken intb account, 
as has been dono in the present case, 
ull relevant circumstances é6uch as 
thanges in the scale of wages, and the

| purpose for which the board of rafl- 
way commissioners wag created and 
wuld in the end ibe highly prejudicial 
to the public interest. 

The committee of the Privy Council 
la, however, of the opinion that it 
should be disclosed !n the order or 
established in argument that the board 
in coming to a conclus’on on the evi- 
dence submitted (in this case, as to 
what is a fair and reasonable rate) 
had applied principles which it should 
not have applied, principles which the 
committee of the Privy Counci} con- 
sider mot in coneenance with public 
policy, euch appropriate action should 
be taken ‘as will lead to a finding in 
which only correct principles will be 
applied 

Requirements of C. N. R. 

In the case under consideration, the 
terms of the order disclose on pages 
286 and (287 of the Judgments, orders, 
reguiations and rulings of the board, 
that in determining what would be a 
fair and_reasonable rate, the board 
took into account as one element for 
consideration. the requirements of the 
Canadian National railway system 
The Canadian National railway system 
as constituted now includes within its 
mileage railways of great extent and 
involving heavy cost of operation 
which must be held to have been built 
not as purely ra'lway enterprises of a 
business character, but in a substan- 
tial degree for colonization and other 
purposes. The reorganization of this 
system looking to the etter utilizing 
of these lines 1s more over now only 
under way. Ratlways so constructed 
cannot under the best of operation on 
any practicable scale of rate be made 
for some timeat least, a financial euc- 
ceas, Asystem largely composed of such 
roads and in such state of reorganiza- 
tion wpuld not therefore appear to 
your excellency's advisers to be prop- 
erly at the present time a factor for 
consideration tn the solution of a rate- 
making problem. What constitutes a 
fair and reasonable rate should now 
be arrived at without reference to the 
requirements of the Canad an National 
system and our committee recom- 
mends that the order in this case be 
referred back to the board to be cor- 
rected in ita findings in such manzer 
as to determine what are fair and 
reasonable rates without tak.ng into 
account at all for the time the order 
shall ‘be in effect, the requirements of 
the Canadian National system.

the effect that the order continued and 
indeed, intens'fied an unjust discrim- 
rateribe in rates, it being claimed that 
igher freight rates prevail gener 
in Western Canada, that Uae ce 
Fort Will'am, than prevail in eastern 
Canada, that ta, east of Fort William. 
It was etrongly urged that the reasons, 
whatever they may have ‘been, for this 
differential, no longer exist and that, 
as@ matter of public policy, the prin- 
ciples of equalization of rates east and 
west should now be recognized. On 
the other hand, it wag urged that the 
competition arising out of lake and 
river transportation and as well out of 
lower competitiye rates on eastern 
United States lines compelled a some- 
what lower ecale in Eastern Canada 
than in Western Canada. Whether or 
not these reasons now obtain in any 
substantial degree is a question which 
requireg minute and expert investiga- 
tion such as can be best conducted by 
the railway commission itself and not 
by your excellency's advisers, but the 
committee is strongly impressed with 
the very great desirability of bring'ng 
about with the Jeast possible delay 
equalization of eastern and western 
rates, f 

The committee of the Privy Council 
therefore further recommends that ag 
jsonerone have probably changed ma- 
jter.ally in recent years tendi:g more 
nest more to make equalization prac- 
ticable, an enquiry y the board he 
directed to be held at the earliest date 
with the view of the establishment of 
rates meeting to the utmost extent 
possible the above requirements as to 
equalization. 

Strong argument was advanced as 
well against the application of a tive 
per cont greater freight rate for the 
remainder of 1920 than shal] prevail 
after January Ist, 1921, in order to 
overtake in part at least the extra 
burden imposed on the railways due 
to advances in wages which took ef- 
fect May lst, 1920, 

Ground of Objections 

The ground of the objections was 
that this imposed an unfair burden 
upon shippers during the last four 
mnonths of this year, such shippers be- 
ing largely in Western Canada. There 
ean be no doubt that the fair distri 
‘bution over all of Canada of any 
necessary burdens {ts a principle that 
must to the utmost be adhered to and 
the committee recommends that if It 
sems to the board practicable by way 
of diminutioa of the extra percentage 
and {if absolutely necessary its exten- 
sion over a longer period it meet as 
far as possible the objection albove set 
out. 

It Was urged in argument as well 
very generally by the applicants that 
the increase in ‘passenger rates should 
not be diminished or d'scontinued be- 
fore a reduction in freight rates its 
ordered. This is a matter, however, 
which seems properly a subject for the 
disposition of the board and the terms 
of the order are such that effect may 
de given to the contention if In the 
judgment of the board the public in- 
terest is served thereby. 

In addition to such matters of prin- 
ciple as are referred to above in re- 
spect of which it fs sulbbmitted review 
by the governor-general in council {s 
justified, it ts conceivable that upon 
the hearing of a petition there might 
appear in the matter under review, 
whether as the result of omission to 
take fully into account important evi- 
dence, or for other reasons, some such 
manifest error entailing a substantial 
miscarriage of justice as ‘would con- 
stitute ground for modification or ref- 
erence back for correction 

Contention of Appellants 

Such error ‘was contended by coun: 
sel, part’cularly counsel for the Man!-

EXPANDING FEDERAL REVENUE. 


Grain Growers’ Guide. 

Sir Henry Drayton, the Min'ster of 
Finance, 6hould be a happy man, 
money is flowing into the Dominion 
treasury in unprecedented volume. 
For the first four months of the pre- 
sent fecal year the federal revenue 
amounted to $145 509,688, which is an 
increase of $46,000,000 over the cor- 
respunding period of last year. Cus- 
toms collections alone are $20,000,000 
ahead of last year’s figures, The in- 
come tax department is collecting 
large amounts of arrears, and {s prov- 
ing that with effilent sadmin‘stration 
the income tax and excess profits tax 
are capabie of producing a large rev- 
enue from those ‘best able to pay. The 
luxury taxes and sales taxes are 
bringing {n large sums, and it !s pre- 
dicted that if the present rate of in- 
crease continues the total federal re- 
venue for the year will approach 
$600,000,000, or nearly double last 
year's receipts. This is very gratify- 
ing, of course, from the point of view 
of national finances The money, 
however, is being provided by the peo- 
ple, and is weing secured in many 
cases at the cost of hardship and pri- 
vation and a lowering of the standard 
of living. In addition to provincial, 
iiuuicipal aud schovul taxes, the peo- 
ple of Canada are now paying to the 
Dominion government more than $40 
a year for every man, woman and 
child in this country. A large part of 
thie burden has been created by the 
war, and will have to be tborne for 
many years to come. It is to he ear- 
nestly hoped, therefore, that the ease 
with which the government is collect- 
ing money will not lead to extrava- 
gant spending. Never was there @ 
time when economy was more meces- 
sary.

OIL TANK BLOWS

Fatal Accident on Board British 
Steamer in New York Dock 


New York, Oct. 7.—An oil tank 
aboard the British steamer G. R. 


Crowe, ticd-up for repairs in 
Shewan’s dry dock in Brooklyn, 
exploded early this afternoon 
while approximately 100 men 
were working on the craft, About 
an hour and a quarter after the 
explosion, four bodies had been 
recovered, 

A hasty check-up of workers 
showed four more missing, and 
the number of injured was placed 
between 20 and 80.—Fire did uot 
follow the explosion, but a column 
of flame that leaped from the 
steel hull of the Crowe aroused 
fear that five other large stcam- 
ers tied up in the yards might be 
endangcred,.
